The Credit Rating Sy tem instituted 
by the G ettysburg Cham per of Com­ 
merce sometime ago is now available 
for the us© of members, according to 
the announce merit made by the secre­ 
tary th is morning. 
— “The information- relative to credit 
accounts has been tabulated and is 
on file in orderly form ,” the announce­ 
m ent states, 
“The information fur- 
nishe I by the members, prior to the 
reorganization of the Chamber last 
year, had never been put in such form 
a*- to be readily available. 
To do this 
required a vast am ount of careful de­ 
tail work in order th at the records bv 
accurate and as complete as possible; 
ea. h and every record has been cheek- 
4uL i v*~oh«*rkiii and verified before giv­ 
ing it a rating.” 
“The Credit Rating System is not 
merely a file of ‘bad’ or ‘dead’ ac ­ 
counts; it is the purpose of the Cham ­ 
ber to make it a complete record of all 
credit accounts. 
This does not mean 
however, that the amount of each 
account nor the detail of purchase- 
wili be on our records. 
The p ri­ 
m ary purpose of the rating system 
to determine the character of the 
credit risk,—w hether ’good,’ ‘fair’ or 
‘bad,’ ” said the announcement. 
Protect Members 
“ The Credit Rating System is es­ 
sentially for the protection of m em ­ 
bers against nossible loss through the 
extension of credit to bad risks,” the 
statem ent continues. 
“To the same 
extent, it protects the purchaser whose 
credit ra tin g is good, in th at credit 
.losses are a big factor in tile cest of 
distribution, which incidentally is one 
of the biggest problems with which 
American business, small and large, i- 
confronled today. 
And the reduction 
of distribution costs means ait increase 
in the purchasing power of the con­ 
sum er’s dollar.” 
“ In its present form the Credit R at­ 
ing System makes credit information 
available to all members of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce,” the statem ent con­ 
cludes. 
“ In this way, m erchants can 
check up before extending now lines 
of credit and if the records indicate a 
bad risk, credit will be refused; if a 
good risk, tile extension of credit is 
subject only to the attendant circum­ 
stances of the specific transaction or 
the judgm ent of the m erchant. 
The 
prom pt payment of all accounts means 
a good credit rating.”
